1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.

This Act may be cited as the “Access to Credit for

our Rural Economy Act of 2023”7 or as the “ACRE Act
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SEC. 2. EXCLUSION OF INTEREST ON LOANS SECURED BY

RURAL OR AGRICULTURAL REAL PROPERTY.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Part III of subchapter B of chap-
ter 1 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 is amended
by inserting after section 1391 the following new section:
“SEC. 139J. INTEREST ON LOANS SECURED BY RURAL OR
AGRICULTURAL REAL PROPERTY.

“(a) IN GENERAL.—Gross income shall not include
interest received by a qualified lender on any qualified real
estate loan.

“(b) QUALIFIED LENDER.—For purposes of this sec-
tion, the term ‘qualified lender’ means—

“(1) any bank or savings association the depos-
1ts of which are insured under the Federal Deposit
Insurance Act (12 U.S.C. 1811 et seq.), and

“(2) any entity wholly owned, directly or indi-
rectly, by a company that is treated as a bank hold-
ing company for purposes of section 8 of the Inter-
national Banking Act of 1978 (12 U.S.C. 3106) if—

“(A) such entity is organized, incor-
porated, or established under the laws of the

United States or any State of the United

States, and

“(B) the principal place of business of

such entity is in the United States.

of this section—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘qualified real es-

tate loan” means any loan—

“(3) AQUACULTURE FACILITY.—The term
‘aquaculture facility’ means any land, structure, or
other appurtenance that is used for aquaculture (in-
cluding any hatchery, rearing pond, raceway, pen, or
incubator) that is located in any State.

“(d) COORDINATION WITH SECTION 265.—Qualified

real estate loans shall be treated as obligations described

in section 265(a)(2) the interest on which is wholly exempt

the taxes imposed by this subtitle.”.

  (ii) which is located in a rural area within the meaning of section 1.11(b)(3) of the Agricultural Credit Act of 1987 (12 U.S.C. 2019(b)(3)), and 
  (C) any aquaculture facility. 
  (3) Aquaculture facility The term  aquaculture facility means any land, structure, or other appurtenance that is used for aquaculture (including any hatchery, rearing pond, raceway, pen, or incubator) that is located in any State. 
  (d) Coordination with section 265 Qualified real estate loans shall be treated as obligations described in section 265(a)(2) the interest on which is wholly exempt from the taxes imposed by this subtitle. .
